IN LEGISLATURE 


Assembly and Senate Both 
Have Many Who Have 
Serv ed at Previous 
Sessions 


DEMOCRATS NAVE EI6NT SENATORS * 
------------------ 
Party of Jefferson Makes j 
Substantial Gain in Upper 
House; Contests on 
for Positions 


MADISON. Tan. lo.— When 
both 
houses of the legislature convened ou 
Wednesday many familiar faces were 
missing. 
The last election depleted 
j the ranks of those who had served in 
' many previous sessions and sent new 
I members to take their places. Numer­ 
ically the republicans have the same 
majority as in previous sessions but 
there are some who predict that a 
new alignment of the progressives of 
all parties may be possible in the 
house, that will possibly control leg- 
i islation. 
The 
new 
senate contains 
twenty-one republicans, eleven demo­ 
crats and one social democrat. The 
new assembly is composed of sixty- 
four republicans, twenty-eight demo­ 
crats and eight social democrats. 
Missing was the face of Thomas 
Morris of Lu Crosse, who as lieu­ 
tenant governor for tho past four 
years, presided over the destinies of 
the senate. 
His place has been taken \ 
by Edward P. Dithmar of Baraboo, 
an equally staunch progressive. Sen­ 
ator I. T. Bishop of Racine county, 
whose kind fatherly ways always at­ 
tracted the attention of all. has re­ 
tired from politics because 
of 
ill 
bealtb and his seat was filled by the 
election of Charles H. Everett of Ra­ 
cine. a former member of the lower 
boose and a member 
of 
the state 
board of agriculture. Senator Zoptay 
of Milwaukee, a socialist, has been 
succeeded by Louis A. Arnold. Sena­ 
tor E. F, Eileen, the leader of the 
forces for Governor McGovern in the 
last session; Senator Victor Linley of 
Superior, well known for the many 
moral reforms which he advocated; 
Senator H. C. Martin of Darlington, 
for many years the dean of the upper 
house; Senator M. F. White of Win­ 
neconne; Charles A. Snover of Fort 
Atkinson; John M. True of Baraboo, 
for a decade a member and secretary 
of the state board of agriculture, and 
Senator Howard Teasdale of Sparta, 
w ho had the individual record for in­ 
troducing the largest number of bills 
in a single session, were absent in 
the senate when the roll was called. 
Some of the new senators have serv­ 
ed in the lower house in previous 
sessions. Among these 
are

Rollman of Chilton; Platt W hitm an 
of Highland; William Bray of Osh­ 
kosh and A. R. Potts of Waupaca. E. 
jT. Fairchild was once a member of 
the senate and later was the con­

He comes back 
to the senate this year with a large 
majority back of him.
